Homeless— Loss Estimated at from 


2300,000 to $1,000,000— Boston's 


Grand Stand Burned.' 


BOSTON, May 10.—Some small Rox- 


bury l>oys set themselves up as rivals 
to Mrs. O'Leary's cow on the Boston 
baseball grounds yesterday afternoon, 
and as a result the city was visited by 
the biggest fire since Thanksgiving, 
180'J, and a conflagration covering a 
greater area than any since the mem- 
orable one of Ib'li. While the finan- 
cial loss is not a circumstance to that 
of either of the above mentioned fires, 
yet in less than three hours some 
twelve acres of territory were burned 
over. The baseball grand stand and 
bleachers, a large school house, an en- 
pine house and 164 wooden building's 
were destroyed, and 1,000 families ren- 
dered homeless. The loss is conserva- 
tively estimated at from 6300,000 to 
S500.000, although one authority puts 
it at $51,000,000. 


Indications are that the fire was 


caused by recklesncss and mischief, and 
got beyond control through stupidity. 
The seats in the center field had been 
torn down since last season, and the 
only 25-cent seats left were those "occu- 
pying a triangular position in the» ex- 
treme right field. When these seats 
were completed there were left a great 
many shavings and loose pieces of 
wood. As it has not rained for some 
days, this spot furnished 
excellent 


fuel for a fire. The boys set the fire, and 
getting scared ran away, and thus the 
flames got a good start. An' officer 
was told about the blaze and tried to 
pull away some boards, but they gave 
the flames the start needed to make 
a conflagration. Then it took a long 
time to ring in the alarm and turn on 
the water, so that it seemed all of 
twenty minutes between the first ap- 
pearance of smoke and the applying 
of the first stream of water. 


The second of the series of games 


between the Bostons and Baltimores 
had begun before some 3,600 people. 
But two and a half innings had been 
played and the Baltimores were to 
take their turn at the bat in the last 
part of the third inning, when the 
contest was interrupted by flames 
which could be seen rising from the 
right field bleachers. 


The first alarm was rung in at 4:17 p. 


m. The department was slow in get- 
ting to work, and 
before 
anyone 


seemed to realize the danger the flames 
were beyond control. Afte'' having 
thoroughly found its way into the 
| twenty-five cent seats, the flames at- 
tacked the houses outside the grounds 
on the east side and crawled along1'the 
fence. 


All this time there \vas nothing done 


to protect the ^ne jrraml stand. The 


I hent was so intense that the spectators 
| who had bei-n driven into the left-field 


corner* bejvari to malcc their way out of 
the grounds through a hole in the 
fence. 


After the fire was discovered the 


houses in the rear of the ball grounds 
were attacked, and within an hour the 
whole fence on the right-field side, all 
the bleachers, the grand stand and 
ticket ofllce, with all the wooden 
structures contiguous, had been de- 
stroyed. 
The fire had also burned 


through to Tremont street, and then, 
proceeding southerly, had taken all 
the wooden buildings on Burke, Cov- 
entry and Berlin streets within its' 
grasp. 


Having practically consumed every- 


thing on the right-hand side of Tre- 
inont street, it leaped across to the 
other side bf that thoroughfare and 
then proceeded with a swoop in the di- 
rection of Eoxbury crossing. 


The north boundary of the fire wad 


Benton, and its lateral boundaries 
were Cabot'street on one side and the 
Providence railroad beyond the ball 
grounds on the other. 


At C o'clock it had reached as far as 


Walpoie and Sterling streets, and was 
burning as if not a drop of water had 
been put on it. The district-was full 
of old wooden houses. 


The work of the department was 


complicated by the fact, that a part of 
the apparatus was out on a call from 
another box. 
( 


Before 0 o'clock help had been sum- 


moned from all cities and towns within 
a radius of ten miles of Boston; and at 
ft:15 the first ont-of-town apparatus ar- 
rived. Soon afterwards control of the 
fire was secured and the call was re- 
scinded. 


The following were" taken to the 


hospital slightly injured: William H. 
Horn, John T. Kane, Timothy E. Nease, 
and Lieut. Sawyer of engine 23. 


Naturally questions are rife as to 


where the Bostons will go at present. 
The only ball ground accessible is that 
on Congress street occupied by the 
Flayers' leagne and Association clubs 
in 1890 and 1693.

have annulled the law by adjourning 
court at Fergus Falls before complet- 
ing public business, and by not calling 
juries as provided by law; also by tak- 
ing to St. Paul, a distance of 200 
miles, for hearing and trial u large 
number of laboring men charged with 
offenses against the United States, 
when they lived within thirty miles of 
Fergus Falls, at which place they 
should have been tried according to 
law. This action, it is claimed, har- 
rassed thel aboring men and put the 
government to unwarranted, useless 
and unnecessary expense.

mistake. The inclosure was a letter 
written to the commissioner by M. O. 
Burns, city solicitor, Hamilton, O., and 
endorsed by ex-Gov. Campbell, relating 
to the pension of one Nelson J. Lam- 
berton, whose pension had been dropped 
but who according to the letter, was 
totally disabled from performing manual 
labor and was in destitute circumstances. 
The letter closed with the following 
powerful appeal to Mr. Lochren:

Lambertson.

der, the delegates were entertained 
by a number of Impromptu speeches, 
all of which were vociferously ap- 
plauded. 


The Francis faction used every en- 


deavor to prevent the convention from 
passing a resolution denouncing the 
administration at Washington. 
A man 


who stands very close to President 
Cleveland, and is also a close friend of 
Gov. 
Francis, said an hour before the 


meeting and during the preparation of 
the report of the committee on resolu- 
tions: 
"There will be no denunciation of 


Cleveland; no denunciation of congress 
and no ratio recommended in the sil- 
ver plank." 


At 12:20 p. m. the convention was 


called to order and the roll call began. 


The temporary officers selected were: 


John McD. Trimble, of Kansas City, 
for chairman; Dr. D. H. Shields, of 
Hannibal, for vice-chairman; W. H. 
Painter, of CaTrolHon, for secretary, 
and David Wallace, of Jackson county, 
and Cornelius N. Roach, of Jasper 
county, as assistant secretaries. 


At the conclusion of the roll call the 


usual committees on permanent or- 
ganisation and resolutions were ap- 
pointed, and the convention took a re- 
cess until 3 p. m. 
The committee on permanent organi- 


zation immediately withdrew to an 
adjoining room, and in less than ten 
minutes it had decided upon Gov. W. 
J. Stone for permanent chairman and 
Simon S. Bass, of St. Louis, for per- 
manent secretary. 
These selections 


created considerable surprise, and are 
regarded as a clever move on the part 
of the administration or Francis fac- 
tion to conciliate the Stone followers 
and thereby secure harmony in the 
convention. 


When the convention resumed this 


afternoon there were loud cries for Mr. 
Bland, but the indefatigable bilverite 
had a fight on his hands in the com- 
mittee on resolutions, and was unable 
to respond. 
. 


The time of the convention during 


the wait for the report of the platform 
committee was taken up with speech- 
making* until late in the afternoon, 
when an adjournment until evening 
was taken. Meanwhile the fight in 
committee for the resolution favoring 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 18 
to 1 was in progress, with Gov. Stone 
and Mr. Bland In the minority. The 
free-silver men, however, are deter- 
mined, and it is likely that they win 
prevent any action by the committee 
to-night, 
- 


The convention remained in session 


until a late honr, amusing itself as 
test it could, waiting for the settle- 
ment of the dispute. It fa probable 
the nominations will not be reached 
nntil to-morrow.

gaged in a wrangle over the silver 
question, the regular order waiidls- 
penaed with, and nominating speeches 
were declared to be in order.
